WHAT MODERN REPUBLICANISM HAS DONE 


PARTICULARLY TO NEVADA. 


I 


N 1892 the State of Nevada took the lead iu a re- 


volt against the Republican party because of 


that political organization's subserviency to the in- 
terests of the moated classes. The movement be- 
came stronger in 1894, an^ two years later it attain- 
ed such proportions that in our State the Republi- 
party was almost annihilated. The revival of p;.r- 
ty feeling during the presidential campaign of 1900 
took many Republicans back to their former party 
affiliations, but the State was again carried over- 
whelmingly by those who placed its welfare above 
mere partisan considerations. 
To question the jus- 


tice and propriety of the political revolution which 
swept Nevada from her Republican moorings, is to 
challenge the intelligence and the integrity of her 
people, and especially of those Republicans who in 
1896, cast their ballots for William J. Bryan. 


When the people of a State almost unanimously 


thus condemn a party with which many of them 
have long been in accord, the question whether the 
movement is fairly warranted by conditions may be 
regarded as settled. The Republican party having 
forfeited its claim to the respect and confidence of 
rhe people of Nevada, we are now only called upon 
to consider whether it has since done anything 
which entitles it to a restoration of our confidence 
and respect. A moment's glance at che political 
and economic situation of today should be sufficient 
to enable us to answer this question with a most em- 
phatic "no." 
Let us see. 


Nevada broke away from the Republican party 


because in the face of its most positive and repeated 
declarations in favor of bimetallism, it gave unmis- 
takable signs of committing itself to the gold stand- 
aid. Those signs have all been verified, and the 
party is today the open and avowed champion of 
the gold standatd 
Not only this but a large major- 


ity of the party are in favor of destroying the sil- 
ver Jollais already coined and filling their places 
with banknotes, thus ruining the silver miner and 
enriching the national bankers. Not content with 
fastening the gold standard upon the United States, 
the friends of the monetary system would force jt 
into every other country now using silver, the effect 
of which must be to limit the demand for the white 
metal, increase that for the yellow, and in this way 
deprive the world of the benefits naturally flowing 
from the increased production of gold. 
With those 


favoring such policy, the leac'i rs of the Republican 
party are iu perfect accord, ais'1 it means ultimately 
the complete disuse of silver as a money metal, ex- 
cept for small change. 
/ 


Rejoicing, as we do, in the recent development 


of gold mining in our State, we cannot in justice to 


„ ourselves ignore the fact that silver mining, under 


fair conditions, presents even greater possibilities 
for us. There is not a sign visible upon the politi- 
cal horizon which indicates that "fair conditions" 
for silver mining can ever exist under Republican 
financial policy. 
It would be nothing less than in- 


dustrial suicide for "v.r people once mote to cast 
their political fi'iMnes with that p-my. 
How long 


would Pennsyhania, t'->e rock-ribbed Republic? n 
Gibra''er o.'t';j ea-,t, ina'-iitaiu its present political 
attitude if the Industrie* of that State had suffered 
at the hands of the Republican party as ours iiave ? 
The question needs no answer. At this time the 
burden of the Republican argument is''prosperity." 
But how much prosperity has that party brought to 
Nevada ? Literally none. So far as the industrial 
skies now appear to be brightening in our State, it 
is owing to causes a^ independent of the Republi- 
can party as is the sunshine it-elf. 
Republican 


legislation and policies during recent years have 
brought us nothing but distress. 


Nor does our indictment of the Republican par- 


ty rest merely upon its course respecting the great 
monetary question so important to us in a local way, 
for not a leading feature of its present policy can be 
successfully defended upon true American princi- 
ples. 


Us protective tariff, as now maintained, is no 


longer for the development and upbuilding of "in- 
sant industries," but it has become a breeder and 
protector of giant triiat.s. which are, themselves, the 
pitiles.-, destroyers of the smaller manufacturers. 
These industrial cormorants, while absolutely con- 
trolling the home market to the injury of the Amer- 
ican consumer, are at the same time invading for- 
eign markets with a cutting of prices, rendered pos- 
sible by our tariff, that is bringing upon us the com- 
mercial hostility of every great nation of Europe. 


Worse even than this, the Republican party has 


so far forgotten the teachings of Abraham Lincoln 
that for three years it has been waging a costly and 
bloody war of conquest in the Philippines. In this 
conflict we have already expended $300,000,000, 
sacrificed the lives of several thousands of our 
young men and slaughtered thirty thousand Filipi- 
nos for their unpardonable presumption in believ- 
ing that the principles of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence Applied to them. The best moral thought 
of the cotibtry protests against this war, which had 
its origin in commercial greed, but which has al- 
ready cost us more than the commercial gain will 
amount to in the next one hundred years. 


The Republican party was born of the spirit of 


Hb»rty, tod for forty years it assumed to be the es- 


pecial champion of freedom and equal rights for all 
mankind. Now we behold that party prosecuting a 
cruel and devastating war against the Filipinos, 
who were our friends and allies in the only critical 
period of our conflict with Spain. The first Repub- 
lic ever established in Asia has been shot to death 
by the Republican party, and the only defense offer- 
ed is that we bought the islands and paid for them. 


Nor is this the end of the chapter ot wrong. 


Asserting the principle of conquest in its broadest 
sense, declaring that the American government, de- 
spite the limitations of the constitution, can do 
everything that any other government can do, and 
do it in the same way. 
The Republican party 


stands committed to the imperialistic colonial prin- 
ciple, denying to the people of the Philippines eith- [ 
er a constitution of their own or the protection of 
ours. In short the Republican party is seeking to 
permanently establish in the Philippines the iden- 
tical principle of governmunt which our own fore- 
fathers denounced as tyranny, and for the over- 
throw of which they pledged tneir lives, their for- 
tunes and their sacred honor. 


Both of our United States Senators have aban- 


doned the political organization by which they were 
elected, and returned to the Republican fold. They 
have done this at a time when the policy of the Re- 
publican party is kss defensible than at any time 
previous in its whole history. This action on the 
part of our Senators, should, and we believe will, 
meet with unqualiBed political condemnation in 
this State. The allied parties of Nevada are not 
composed of elements to be led blindly about by 
the shifting political caprices of an two men. 
Our 


State government has made a stainless record; our 
Representative in Congress, the Hon. Francis G. 
Newlands, has been consistently true to the princi- 
ples upon which he was elected, and to the people 
by whose suffrages, he was chosen. 
We, therefore, 


look with perfect confidence into the future, be- 
lieving that the people of the State will be true to 
their own interests and justly appreciative of those 
who have served them faithfullv and well,
